THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Lempster, in the County of 
Sullivan, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town House, in said Lemp- 
ster, on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, at ten of the clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects. 


Art. 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensu- 
ing. 


Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriation of 
the same. 


Art. 3. To choose one delegate to a Convention to revise the 
constitution of this State. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to accept State Aid for con- 
struction of Highways, and raise money therefor. 


Art. 5. To see how much money the town will raise to maintain 
the trunk line, and state aid roads 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to accept atrust fund, left by 
the will of William T. Thissell of Goshen, for the care of his lot in the 
cemetery. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will raise or appro- 
priate for Old Home Day. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will raise or appro- 
priate for Memorial Day. 
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Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will raise for the 
Library. 


Art. 10. To see how much the town will vote to pay for labor 
on the town roads. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to allow the selectmen to 


distribute the blank inventories at the time they appraise the property 
for taxation. 


Art. 12. To transact any other business that may come _ before 
said meeting.
